Of  the  640  general  informative  letters  sent  to 


parents  on  January  12  the  Visitation  Committee 
has  received  at  this  time  FORTY-ONE  replies. 
One  of  the  general  attitudes  expressed  by 


parents  is  "Lasell  is  a  high  classed  institution  but 


with  the  institution  of  23-hr.  visitation  Lasell  will 


become  a  high  classed  BROTHEL." 


Opposing  this  attitude  a  number  of  parents  felt: 
"The  students  of  Lasell  when  sent  away  to  school 
must  make  decisions  for  themselves."  These  parents 
also  felt  that  "the  present  system  of  restriction  that 
Lasell  employs  is  not  living  up  to  the  present  trend 


of  things  in  our  every  day  style  of  living.  THE 


STUDENTS    ARE    ADULTS    AND    SHOULD  BE 


TREATED  AS  SUCH." 


The  committee  intends  to  submit  the  completed 


written  proposal  to  the  Administration  Committee 


and  the  Trustees  by  the  first  week  in  March. 


It  is  then  up  to  those  committees  to  finally  de- 


cide whehter  or  not  23  hour  visitation  can  be  im- 


plemented experimentally  on  the  Lasell  Compus. 


CONDITIONS 

1.  We  should  allow  a  vote  in  each  house  to  de- 
termine visitation  hours  for  that  unit.  2/3  of  the 
562  students  that  took  part  were  in  the  strongly 
agree  and  agree  category. 

2.  Visitation  hours  should  be  the  same  all  over 
campus.  Most  students  were  unsure  about  this  mat- 
ter. 

3.  We  should  have  23  hours  parietals  everyday. 
Higher  than  50%  of  the  students  were  in  the 
strongly  agree  and  agree  category. 

4.  Where  23  hours  parietals  are  concerned  there 
should  be  written  permission  from  the  roommate  in 
advance.  Again  most  students  were  unsure  how 
they  felt  about  this  issue. 

5.  We  should  not  hove  to  sign  our  male  guests  in 
at  the  front  desk.  On  this  question  the  students 
were  split  between  agreement  and  disagreement. 

6.  Only  girls  with  single  rooms  should  have  the 
privilege  of  23  hour  parietals.  2/3  of  the  students 
were  in  the  strongly  disagree  and  disagree  cate- 
gory. 

7.  There  will  be  a  long  range  negative  effect 
academically  at  Lasell  if  23  hour  parietals  went 
into  effect.  Again  2/3%  disagreed. 

8.  The  present  parietal  hours  should  remain  un- 
changed. 2/3%  voiced  their  disagreement. 

9.  All  dorms  should  have  keys.  478  students 
agreed. 

10.  Visitation  hours  on  the  present  parietal  days 
should  be  extended  but  not  23  hours.  2/3%  of 
the  students  disagreed. 

11.  Each  house  should  establish  one  bathroom/ 
shower  for  men  only.  2/3%  of  the  students  re- 
sponded positively. 

12.  Where  23  hour  parietals  concerned  street 
clothes  should  be  worn  in  the  halls.  There  was 
mostly  a  negative  response  to  this  question. 

13.  Concerning  23  hour  parietals  all  male  guests 
should  be  escorted  by  their  hostess  at  all  times. 
We  got  a  50%  positive  response  to  this  question. 
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This  questionnaire  is  designed  to  obtain  some  objective 
information  concerning  YOUR  attitudes  and.  opinions  on  visitation 
hours  and  use  of  the  dorm.
